Why Don’t You Just Call Me President 
Pete? My Last Name? Never Mind...

A 37-year-old fellow named Pete Buttigieg 
appeared on a network morning show last week to 
talk a little about his new book, but mostly about 
running for president in 2020. 


He has been the mayor of South Bend, Indiana, 
for seven years, and is no dummy. He attended 
Harvard, earned a Rhodes Scholarship to Oxford 
and served as an intelligence officer in Afghanistan. 
He’s also gay, which shouldn’t be an issue but will 
be for some voters. 


Among other challenges facing Buttigieg is the fact 
that his name is almost as tricky to pronounce 
correctly as it is to spell. I can sympathize. 


And while a candidate’s name shouldn’t be a 
drawback either, it sometimes is. During the 
primaries Buttigieg will face a numbingly long list 
of Democratic rivals, many of whom who are more 
recognizable and pronounceable: Biden, Sanders, 
Booker, Warren, Harris, Brown, Yang...and so on. 


Even optimistic John Hickenlooper, the former 
governor of Colorado, has a last name that imbeds 
in one’s memory more readily than does Buttigieg. 


Still, the whole point of launching a presidential 
campaign early is to establish one’s self as a 
national figure before the voting starts. In 2007, 
I gave Barack Obama zero chance of winning the 


White House in 2008. However, in 2015, I gave the 
exact same odds to Donald Trump, whose name 
was known by everyone who owned a TV or a 
laptop. 


Some say that the last two presidential elections 
proved by their improbable results that just about 
anybody with enough self-confidence, energy and 
determination can win. 


Absolutely not true. 


Jill Stein, the Green Party nominee in 2016, wasn’t 
merely a long shot. She was a no-shot, and she 
knew it. By siphoning Democratic votes in a few 
swing states, she helped give the Big Orange 
Trumpster his majority in the Electoral College. 


He should have sent her flowers, or at least a spa- 
day coupon for Mar-A-Lago. 


Stein is still whining about being blamed for 
pursuing a hopeless, ego-driven campaign that 
set back her environmental and reform agenda by 
decades. If she runs again next year, she’d be lucky 
to get more votes than the referee who blew the 
pass-interference call in the Saints-Rams playoff 
game. 


A similar legacy shadows consumer activist Ralph 
Nader, whose flaky 2000 presidential bid was 
doomed from the first day, and ultimately became a 
numerical factor in deciding the Bush-Gore fiasco. 
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Also running for the Green Party, Nader received 
97,421 votes in Florida, most of them Democratic 
crossovers. If only 538 of those geniuses had stuck 
with their party, Al Gore would have been president 
instead of George Bush. 


Clearly, both Gore and Hillary Clinton ineptly 
steered their own campaigns in directions that left 
openings for third parties to tip narrow margins 
in battleground states. If they’d been better 
candidates, their races wouldn’t have been close 
enough for Stein or Nader to affect. 


A new potential spoiler is eyeing the 2020 contest. 
He is Howard Schultz, the former CEO of Starbucks, 
who says he might run as an independent. 


Schultz has already taken steps toward an official 
announcement: He has formed the ever-popular 
“exploratory committee,” and recently published 
the obligatory here’s-my-uplifting-vision-of- 
America book. 


Unlike Trump, Schultz is a billionaire with actual 
billions. But so is Ross Perot, who twice failed to 
capture the presidency by taking on the Democratic 
and Republican nominees. 


Not surprisingly, Schultz insists things are different 
now. He says the nation is ready to abandon the 
far left and far right in favor of a centrist who isn’t 
controlled by either of the major parties. 


At this stage of the race, Schultz has better 
prospects than porn actress Cherie DeVille, who 
last week ended her 17-month quest for the White 
House. 


Although boosted by a zippy campaign slogan 
(“Make America Awesome  Again!”), 
DeVille was unable to mount a charge. She was 
characteristically upbeat when she told the 
Washington Examiner: “Maybe if the cultural 
climate changes, I can try again.” 


Why not? Better her than Stein or Nader. 


Pete Buttigieg of South Bend is betting the tide has 
already changed in his favor. He doesn’t have a 
Starbucks fortune to bankroll his campaign, or a 
name as unforgettable as Cherie Deville, but he’s 
got his own catchy theme with which he hopes to 
energize voters: 


“Inter-Generational Justice!” 


So, if you’re feeling it, America, run right out and 
buy his book. There probably won’t be a line.

Notes From the Apocalypse 


The More Things Don’t Change

These are very strange times, particularly in 
Destin, where what was once unthinkable now 
seems commonplace. 


As dirt gives way to asphalt, as woods disappear 
and concrete shopping centers rise, as storm water 
runs off of our roads and fertilizers seep from our 
manicured lawns into our estuarine waters, we 
begin to see new phenomena. The recent flare-ups 
of red tide provided our tourists with an entirely 
different view of our white beaches and emerald 
waters. The Chamber of Commerce won’t be 
including photographs of the dead porpoises and 
mullet and trout that lined our beaches and filled 
our bays in their promotional advertising this year. 


This past spring, coyotes began appearing all over 
Destin. They showed up in people’s backyards and 
garages, and they even attacked a poodle at a friend 
of mine’s home. While the habitat for the ever- 
adapting coyotes (and foxes, raccoons, possums, 
birds and every other type of wildlife we have left) 
continues to shrink, lap dogs are not the only 
species whose quality of life is being affected. 


This summer, as developers raced to permit new 
condominiums on the Destin Harbor (where we once 
swam and fished and water-skied), many people 
watched in shock as over 10,000 gallons of raw

sewage was pumped into our harbor just a nine- 
iron from these condominiums under construction. 
And while a gentle southeast breeze has always 
been a harbinger of the spring cobia season, now it 
also brings the foul odor emanating from the sewer 
treatment plant off of Airport Road. Even coyotes 
know you don’t do that in your own backyard. 


We live in a town that has become incontinent. And 
while these are indeed strange times, I have spent 
20 years in the restaurant business, an undertaking 
that steels a person to handle unusual situations. 


Our town is dreadfully out of balance. Twelve years 
ago, we had a hospital. Now that our skyline is 
beginning to resemble Tampa’s, we don’t need one? 
Our traffic is worse now in January than it used 
to be in July. And in July, our traffic is untenable. 


Most of the developers of our condominiums 
and shopping centers are not from Destin. The 
construction workers who build these structures 
are not local laborers. And the workers in our large 
resorts are brought in from as far as 100 miles 
away. Most of the people working in our town can’t 
afford to live here. Our tourist economy means that 
our entire city is basically a service industry. And 
we are running out of service. Things are out of 
balance, and our quality of life, in many ways, is 
suffering. 


The Destin Harbor, Choctawhatchee Bay and the 
beaches and waters of the Gulf of Mexico are the 
most valuable things we will ever own. And as the 
rightful owners of these public treasures, we must 
also accept responsibility for their safekeeping. 

The Lakota Indians, who were more advanced than 
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us in many ways, believed that we did not inherit 
this land from our ancestors, we borrow it from our 
children. Under our stewardship, these lands and 
waters are suffering greatly. 


It is time to restore some balance to our town. We 
need to take much better care of what lands and 
waters we have left in this very fragile environment. 
By doing so, we will protect our already strong tourist 
business and upgrade the experience of our visitors. 
If we deliver a first class product throughout our 
town, the rest will take care of itself. 


Some people have said that it is easy to say “no” to 
all of the development that is taking place in Destin. 
Well, “no” is certainly not a word our City Council is 
familiar with. 


I will continue to say no to the thoughtless 
development of more condominiums and hotels and 
shopping centers, and the ensuing traffic that is an 
onslaught to our quality of life. But I will say yes to 
making our visitors feel special, and yes to a new 
hospital, and yes to more parks and a new library, 
and yes to our long-awaited swimming pool and 
more recreation facilities for our children. We need 
to let one of our best amenities, the Destin Airport, 
continue to flourish. And a personal project of mine 
will be to help Okaloosa-Walton Community College 
develop a marine biology center at the old Mattie Kelly 
homestead. 


These are strange but challenging times in Destin, 
a town that has given my family a tremendous 


amount of joy for more than 30 years. 


I wrote this 20 years ago. Things don’t change much.

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A Whole New World... 
The Growth House at Silver Sands School

Silver Sands School is a special 
day school that provides educational 
services to students who, because 
of their mental functioning levels, 
require services beyond those offered 
by special educational programs in 
regular schools. The school serves 
approximately 170 students with 
disabilities from Okaloosa and Walton 
counties, ranging in age from 3 to 22. 


“Our goal as a school is to teach our 
kids to communicate. We want them to 
grow relationships with the community 
that will continue for a long time to 
come,” says principal Jon Williams. 


About 15 years ago, Silver Sands 
had a greenhouse that the faculty 
and students really enjoyed. In 2017, 
teacher Beth Wright suggested having 
one again, and Williams applied for 
a grant for a “Growth House” from 


Okaloosa County Public Schools 
Foundation and Impact 100 of 
Northwest Florida. 

Okaloosa County Public Schools 
Foundation is a not-for-profit 
community-based foundation 


dedicated to supporting and extending 
the educational opportunities of all 
individuals within Okaloosa County.

Impact 100 of Northwest Florida is a 
philanthropic group of women who, 
as part of their mission, financially 
support nonprofit organizations in 
Northwest Florida. The group awards 
grants based on how the grant can be 
tied to the community. They awarded 
a grant to the Okaloosa County Public 
Schools Foundation for Silver Sands 
School of over $126,500 for the 
“Growth House.” 


The “Growth House” at Silver Sands 
opened in the fall of 2018. It is an 
aquaponic greenhouse where fertilizer 
comes from fish for the plants. There 
are two 500-gallon tubs of goldfish 
and koi. The water is heated during 
the day by the sun. In the hotter 
months, the greenhouse uses a giant 
evaporator cooler. The temperature is 
kept at 85 degrees. 


There are three main systems used 
in the “Growth House.” One is a 
hydroponic deep-water culture system 
where plants such as cabbage and 
kale are grown in pieces of insulation 
foam in a slow flow of water. The 
second system is a hydro-cycle bucket 
system, set on a timer, where plants 
such as avocados and sea grapes 
are grown using perlite. Perlite is a 
shapeless volcanic glass that has high 
water content.

The last system is the hydroponic 
rail system where there is a constant 
high flow of water. Smaller herbs 
and vegetables are grown here using 
stone wool, a fibrous material used 
for hydroponic growth mediums. 


Silver Sands ESE (Exceptional 
Student Education) teacher Dan 
Cheon is in charge of the “Growth 
House” and teaches science classes 
that alternate three times a week. 


Cheon also built plant beds right 
outside the “Growth House” that are 
divided so each class in the school 
has one. Plants such as _ lettuce, 
broccoli and even pineapples are 
planted in the beds. Local plants 
are donated by the Okaloosa County 
Master Gardeners in conjunction 
with the Choctaw Basin Alliance. 


“Anytime the kids come out here, they 
love it,” Cheon tells Beachcomber. 
“Being able to unlock math and 
science to them is amazing! Everyone 
plants a seed. There is something 
for everyone to do. We use symbol 
sticks, which are pictures of abstract 
words and concepts to help the kids 
communicate. The Master Gardeners 
gave us pictures of all the steps in 
growing a plant, and we changed it to 
symbols for the kids. 


“T have learned a lot out here. The 
biggest thing is being able to bring 
the kids out here and expose them 
to things they might not ever have 
contact with. They learn the process 
of growing and taking care of plants.” 


In May, the students may participate 
in some dune restoration. In the long 
term, some students may be able to 
work in garden centers at nurseries 
after experiencing the “Growth 
House.” 


Presently, the “Growth House” is in 
need of one-inch pots for planting 
seedlings. The school is located 
at 349 Holmes Boulevard in Fort 
Walton Beach. For more information,

“He’s as sharp as a tack, 
but his body’s failing...but he’ll have some more giddyup in his 
step today.”

Mim:o’s in Destin: No Wrong Choices Here 


Mimmo’s Ristorante Italiano is tucked away in a 
row of shops and businesses on U.S. 98 in a very 
busy area of Destin. They take reservations, but as 
it was a weeknight I figured we could drop in and 
get a table. 


We did, but the place was nearly full, so larger 
parties should definitely call ahead. Apparently a 
lot of folks wanted Italian food that night. And the 
restaurant is warm and romantically lit by brass 
lamps and chandeliers. The layout of the place is 
shotgun-style, deep with a high-ceilinged interior. 
There are wooden tables, booths of assorted sizes, a 
sturdy bar, and a stylish-but-functional brick oven 
in the back. 


The color scheme is gold, wood and earthy red— 
part salon, part wine cave. The front door is framed 
by a rather theatrical looking curtain, ready-parted 
to enhance your entrance. 


We got a table and menus. Our server (Mackenzie) 
brought us water and a basket of warm bread and 
seasoned olive oil for dipping, and left us to study. 
Mimmo’s offers a lot of choices—my usual online 
reconnaissance had failed to narrow it down much. 
The chewy, crusty and tangy bread helped—I now 
wanted pretty much the whole menu. 


There are appetizers, salads (side and dinner-sized), 
pasta, meat dishes, pizza and calzones (sandwiches 
are available at lunch on weekdays), and a kids 
menu. My newly eight-year-old daughter Grace 
had decided on cheese ravioli in advance (she does 
online recon as well), so my wife and I ordered a 
starter of fried calamari (our favorite) and tried to 
make up our minds. 


I finally narrowed it to spaghetti bolognese, lobster 
pappardelle, beef and veal tortelloni, rack of lamb, 
shrimp alla Diavola, mixed seafood linguine, or 
linguine with clams and red sauce. Actually I hadn’t 
narrowed it. I waited until the last minute, spun the 
mental wheel, and ordered the linguine with clams. 
My wife had no hesitation about ordering the veal 
marsala. 


The app arrived. I never get tired of fried calamari, 
especially in Italian restaurants. Mimmo’s offers an 


, 
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excellent version—both slices and tentacles, hot, 
crackling crunchy, greaseless, with a smooth, tangy 
marinara sauce for dipping. We didn’t let it cool. 


Other appetizers are soup of the day (shrimp 
bisque), garlic rolls, sautéed mussels, mixed 
seafood, shrimp alla Diavola (garlic and crushed 
red peppers), meatballs and sausage, bruschetta, 
baked stuffed eggplant, meat and cheese plate, and 
focaccia. 


The place was pretty much full by this time. 
Everyone seemed perfectly relaxed, content to 
stay put and linger over the wine and each other’s 
company. No one was being rushed, either. It’s just 
a nice place to be. 


Mackenzie brought out our entrees, having first 
delivered a second basket of warm bread. My 
wife’s veal, thinly pounded, was layered on a bed 
of angel hair pasta, with an earthy, fragrant wine 
and mushroom-laced brown sauce. Fork tender, the 
veal melted in the mouth, and if you order it, make 
sure you have enough bread to mop up. 


Linguine and red clam sauce is a pretty common 
item on Italian menus—Mimmo’s takes their 
version several steps higher. The dish smelled of 
herbs and the sea. The clams are served in their 
shells (with a bowl for empties). In no time you’re 
into the rhythm—sniff, twirl pasta, spear clam, eat, 
dip bread into tiny shell, repeat. The tomatoes in 
the sauce were meaty, rich, with a roasted taste. A 
generous dose of olive oil pulls everything together. 


Other menu items include seared tuna salad, 
caprese, Caesar or chop salads with optional 
chicken, shrimp or salmon; lasagna, gnocchi, 
manicotti, penne, spaghetti, or linguine with various 
sauces, fettuccine alfredo, carbonara, cheese or 
lobster ravioli, risotto, veal or chicken saltimbocca 
(with prosciutto), veal or chicken parmigiana or 
scaloppine; pizza—margherita, pepperoni, rustica, 
four-cheese, vegetarian, or Sicilian; and calzones 
stuffed with prosciutto, chicken, or mozzarella. 
There’s also a daily special—veal chop that night. 


The dessert special was an Almond Joy cake, which 
sounded good, but there were other choices— 
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cheesecake, and 


cannoli, 
Nutella pizza. We got the latter, which takes a few 
minutes, being baked to order. 


tiramisu, spumoni, 


The Nutella (and chocolate chips) are thickly spread 
on a chewy pizza crust, baked, then sprinkled with 
pistachio nuts and dusted with powdered sugar. 
There were eight portions. We ate three and boxed 
the rest. I like Nutella best on ice cream, but it 
makes a good pizza too. Maybe with ice cream...

Dear Dawn 


Let the Good Times Roll!

Dear Dawn, 
I moved here from Delaware about 
six months ago, so am still getting 
used to the whole “Southern” 
thing. So far I’ve found everyone 
is very friendly here, and I love 
the accents! One thing I don’t get, 
though, is when I order iced tea I 
have to say unsweet tea or it comes 
sweetened. You don’t have to do 
that in Delaware. You just order tea 
and it comes unsweetened. Why is 
that?

I was also confused about this, Tracy, 
when I moved here from California 
some years ago. As it turns out, 
Southerners have been drinking their 
tea cold and sweet for a long time. 
Some of the oldest recipes for sweet 
tea can be found in 19th century 
Southern cookbooks, including an 
1878 one from Housekeeping in Old 
Virginia by Marion Cabell Tyree, a 
granddaughter of Patrick Henry. 
According to several online articles, 
the rest of the country caught on in 
the early 1900s, particularly after 
iced tea was popularized at the 1904 
World’s Fair in steamy St. Louis. 


According to those same articles, 
sweet tea remains the national 
beverage below the Mason-Dixon 
Line. Some people call it the Sweet 
Tea Line—north of that boundary, 
tea comes unsweetened and you 
have to order it by specifying “sweet 
iced tea” if you want it that way. 
South of the line, you just say “tea.” 
Saying anything else is simply being 
redundant. 


Dear Dawn, 
I’ve never been to New Orleans for 
Mardi Gras, but I hear it’s quite an 
event. Do you recommend making 
the drive over, or does Destin offer 
something comparable?

I have to admit I haven’t been to 
any Mardi Gras celebration ever, 
anywhere. Not Destin, New Orleans, 
France (where Mardi Gras originated) 
or Rio de Janeiro (another well-known 
Mardi Gras destination). It isn’t that 
I don’t like Mardi Gras, it’s just that 
I’ve never had the opportunity or the 
time.
